Williams Company with $3,000,000 Cap- 
ital to Begin Work at St. Joseph, Mo. 
Sr. Joszepn, Mo., June 21.—[Special.]— 

‘The Williams Palace Car company, capital- 

ized at $3,000,000, will begin the construc- 

tion of cars in this city to compete with the 

Pullman and Wagner companies. There isa 

saving ot weight in the Williams car of 50,- 

000 pounds. The berths will be a little 

longer than those in the Pullman and Wagner 

cars and about the same width. They will be 
arranged in about the same manner with 
upper and lower tiers. The rack upon which 
the mattresses will rest will be 
made of aluminum inclosed a 
case of . wood and will fold 
up in the same manner that an accordion 
does and be deposited in the wali of the car in 
aspace of one and seven-eights of an inch 
thickness.

he begins to plan and scheme 
for a reélection. All the office-seeekers and 
men looking for jobs perceive that and play 
their cards accordingly.

Urges a Single Mayoralty Term. 


“The general purpose of the Civic Federa- 
tion of Chicago seemis to be good, and if vig- 


orously extended and operated may event- | 
' uate in valuable reforms of the municipal 


government and conduce to the welfare and 
happiness of the citizens, I um not apprised 
of the specific reforms contemplated or 
how it is proposed to bring them about. 
I therefore speak withoyt pointers or guide 
from your association.. But what I am about 
to say states as concisely as possible for me 
the reflections and conclusions of many years, 
and yet very few people may be willing to in- 
dorse or concur with them. 

*To bdeginwith,, I assume the following 
propositions should be embraced in any com- 
prehensive secheme:of civic reform: | 

“1. A city government that will devote itself to 
city affairs and eschew national and spoils pol- 
itics. 

“2. How to get it. First step: Make the Mayor 
ineligible to reélection at the expiration of his 
term. A term, and gut a term. 

“3. Establish amunicipal service system on the 
lines of the Federal civil service system. 

4. The police should be completely divorced 
from partisan politics. To insure this the po 
lice officers should be taken from both parties as 
nearly equal as practicable to start the system. 
Appointments of new men should not de- 
pend on ‘pulls,’ but on _ merit. 
pointees ought t 
physical strength, sound health, courage, good 
temper and judgment, fair intelligence, an ele 
mentary edtcation, and to be of sober habits. 
No policeman should be dismissed from the force 
except for good cause. His political leanings 
ought not to be considered. Now I regard that 
proposition as ong of the mostimportant. A 
partisan police force is only halfa force. It may 
be likened to a nuisance—an abomination. 

**5. The same rules for selection and qualifica- 
tion should be observed in’ appointing members 
of the Fire Department. 

‘*6. All clerks and accountants aisb should be 
selected by competitive examination on quailifi- 
cations; the tests tobe similarto those in the 
United States civil service. 

"7, All inspectors of work, of machines, and of 


: mategial should be chosen fortheir expert know]l- 


etige, honesty, and capability, and be dismissed 
for lack of them in discharging their duties, 


City Should Be Run as a Business. 


‘* The Chicago municipal government is a 
vast business corporation, of which the Mayor 
is President and the Aldermen directors, and 
itshould be managed for the benefit of its 
stockholders, who are the citizens. Munici- 
pal interests ‘are the only legitimate city 
politics, and the dividends iin return for the 
taxes paid are protection of life and 
property, protection of persons in their 
homes, on the streets and railroad crossings, 
preservation of the peace, promotion of the 
public health, plenty of pure water, good 
street illumination, good thoroughfares, clean 
avenues and alleys, abatement of the smoke 
and other nuisances, systematic sewerage, 
protection against , fires, an efficient public 
school System, the curriculum of which should 
émbrace the inculcation’ of patrictism, mor. 
als, honor, and honesty in. the minds of the 
rising generation, 

‘Our city elections were intentionally fixed 
on days as far away from National and State 
elections as possible. They are held five 
months after the biennial State and quadren- 
nial National elections, instead of before 
them, for the express purpose of being con- 
ducted in a'calm political atmosphere in or- 
der to avoid having national and 
State issues thrust ‘into them, and 
the election to turn on national rather 
than on municipal platforms and ideas. 
When the general act of incorporation of 
the cities of Illinois was being formed I was 
consulted among others and this was one point 
strongly insisted upon,. the separation of 
State and national elections from municipal 
elections, 80 that there. would be no excuse 
for dragging State and national quéstions into 
a municipal contest. But we largely forget 
and make them turn on what Congress has 
done or failedteo door who should be Presi- 
dent, when we oughtto. think more of our 
home affairs. 

Cause of Mayors’ Deterioration. 


. ** Why are national politics so dragged ir? 
And why are civic governments controlled 
by national politics? Let us trace the cause 
Now what I am going to say

All other duties become subordinate to this 
end of his existence, He is only human. The 
temptation is too great, Ashis term draws 
towards its close he becomes more anxious for 
reélection, and grants. his retainers and 
henchmen more favors at the city’s expense. 
He multiplies tax-eateis to the greatest ex 
tent the revenues will permit, and often‘ be- 
yond them. 

‘*In the performance of his official duties 
the Mayor loses his courage and becomes a 
trimmer andademagogue. He is afraid to 
displease any selfish:person who may be able 
to influence a primary. nistration 
grows nerveless and pulpy. Immunity is 
given to gambling and other vice m cunsider- 
ation of liberal contributions to campaign 
funds. The police and. officeholders and 
employés deteriorate rapidly under these 
influences, The public employment is 
filled up §with ‘saloon-soaks’. and men who 
have been a failurein all other business, The 
city government is carelessly, inefficiently, 
ana corruptly served in ordér that the Mayor 
may be sure of reélection. Inspecfors are mul- 
tiplied and fail to inspect, but do not fail to 
accept bribes for not inspecting. Swarms of 
clerks loaf and dawdleat their desks for a few 
hours and then hurry away to electioneer for 
renomination of their chief. They never 
ferget to draw their pay, however. 
The police neglect their legitimate duties to 
take a rough-and-tumble hand in the same 
game and to use their power and influence as 
partisans of ‘His Honor.’ The election is 
unfairly held. The lawis violated. Wrongs 
are perpetrated on the citizens.. Fraudulent 
votes in great numbers are cast and counted, 
and honest voges are not counted. All this is 
done to secure the Mayor’s reélection for. an- 
other term and to keep the worthless bums in 
office andycorrupt rings in jobs. 

Only One Cure Possible, 

** Make the Meyor ineligible for reélection 
and you insure his independence and incite 
him to do his best for the public interests. He 
will eadeavor to leave a good official reputa- 
tion behind him. That will be (or should be) 
his chief ambition. His time will not be con- 
sumed and frittered away in listening to office 
beggars and politicians with a _ ‘pull,’ 
He will have no inducement or temptation to 
run everything into national partisan politics, 
or to forget that his sole duty is to serve the 
municipal interests of the citizens. A single 
term, and outa term, will tend to minimize 
the evils iuseparable from municipal govern- 
ment under present conditions, whereas the re- 
election system tends to maximize and in- 
tensify them. : 

** The atmosphere we breathe is polluted by 
the sulphur smoke emitted from thousands of 
furnaces and boilers. This nuisance never 
will be effectually abated until the City Gov- 
ernment is sepatated from national politics 
and the Mayor from hankering after and 
seeking. -‘ reélection. So leng as he 
is afraid. that -he .would injure his 
chances by prosecuting smoke-making 
offenders he will not do it in:a 
way that will cure the evil. You bitterly 
complain of the filthy alleys which the scaven- 


gers fail to clean, though paid well therefor. 


The Mayor will not compel them to faith- 
fully perform their contracts lest he may 
incur their ill-will and lose their votes. The 
street pavements are allowed to get out of 
repair, to fall into ruin, to remain un- 
clean, to become disgraceful, But the 
Mayor is too much engaged in think. 
ing of and plotting for his reélec. 
tion .to look =.after - such 
And his Board of Public Works and his 
street bureaus are also too busy attending to 
the reélection of their chief to have time or 
thought for street repairs or street cleaning 
in a proper and décent Manner. 
Nor will the Health Department, nor its bu- 
reaus, nor Inspectors, prosecute efficiently the 
makers of the dreadful, insufferable, 
disgraceful. «smoke nuisance lest the 
derelict and angry men retaliate 
at the primaries or polls on the Mayor 
when seeking his reélection. So the‘ terrible, 


smnirching, stifling, catarrh and bronchitis.

Farwell, soon after his return, requested 
Sturges to deliver to him the contracts, but 
Sturges refused, saying he owned them, or at 
least 50 per cent of them. He also made 
threats of exposing the rebate contract unless 
he was settled with. The Judge found the 
contracts were bought not to be carried out, 
but to be canceled, and Sturges knew 
it. Sturges stood in a fiduciary ela. 
tion, and had no right to- use the 
contracts or secrets of the business 
to coerce his principal. The contracts 
violated no law, but were in bad faith to the 
officers of company,'and to subscribers. But 
Sturges could not be allowed to profit-by his 
knowledge of his principal's secrets. Yet in 
June, 1889, he extorted from Farwell the in- 
dorsement of a $40,000-note, and forced him 
to loan him $140.000. 

Judge found .there| never was any 
agreement between Sturges and the syndicate 
as to the pay he was to receive for his serv- 
ices, and: Sturges was only the. equitabid 
owner of the Kensington contracts,, Continu- 
ing he said: | 

The court finds that Sturges is entitled to com- 
pensation for his services in selling remain-

The new company will 
have & capital stock of $102,000,000, the 
same as the capital ‘now stands. Of 

issue of $115,000,000 of fifty-year 
income bonds secured by the prop- 
erty covered by the general mortgage 
and the second mortgage, the stockholders 
assenting tothe plan will receive $12,000,- 
000. That amount added to their holaings

TO MEET NEXT YEAR AT SAN ANTONIO, 


Hot Conteat at Milwaukee for the Drum- 
mers’ Convention in 1895. 
_Mitwauxsze, Wis,, June 21.—[Special.]— 
The session of the Travelers’ Protective As- 
sociation was enlivened today by several hot 
arguments. At the morning session San An- 
tonio, Tex., was chosen as the place to hold 
the next convention. C. R. Duffin of Indiana 
presented the claims of Terre Haute. H. L. 
Benson asked the ‘convention for*San An- 
tonio. Before the vote was taken a delegate 
asked why the present convention wus not 
held in Portland, Ore., the place selected by 
the last convention, and President Lee ex- 
plained that because of the hard times the 
directors had thought a trip to Portland 
would be too expensive, and had asked 
and obtained the consent of Portland 
to change of place. The first ballot gave San 
Antonio 714¢ votes, Terre Haute 381<¢ votes, 
and St. Paul 13 votes.. One delegate had en. 
joyed the hospitality of both San Antonio and 
Terre Haute, and wanted to give each city 
half his vote. The vote was made unanimous 

in favor of San Antonio. 

The delegates were not disposed tio elect the 
officers, and nothing was done except to put 
and vote down an endless number of mo- 
tions, most of which aimed at expediting 
matters and resulted in delaying them. 
The Sergeant-at-Arms was finally instructed 
to bring in all absent delegates, and while he 
was abse nt the regular order was set aside to 
admit new business. Delegate Havener of 
Minnesota moved that the Legislative com- 
mittee be instructed to make’an inquiry 
through Congress as to why certain railroads

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moRE CRIMINAL OPERATIONS OF TAM- 
MANY. 

The revelations made to the Lexow Tam- 
many Investigation committee grow blacker 
and blacker, It has been established by com- 
petent testimony that policemen and firemen 
pay for. their places on the force, and that 
saloons, houses of ill-fame, dives and dis- 
orderly houses, gambling houses, and green 
goods dealers pay a stipulated sum for pro- 
tection, and a monthly assessment of from 
$50 to $500 # month, according to ‘he profits 
of the business. The evidence Tuesday 


‘last showed that bumko-steerers also are pro- 


tected and, like their associates in crime, pay 
their regular assessments. 

The headquarters of the bunko-steering 
businessiarrangements with Tammany are in 
the saloon of Mr. Patrick Divver, a Tam- 
many Police Justice charged with the ad- 
ministration of the law and the punishment 
of offenders! Mr. Divver has a partner in the 
business of blackmail, one Mr. Parmelee, a 
Tammany official, who has the same com- 
plaints as. Mr. Croker, and who is now 
traveling in Europe tor his health, like the 
latter. His absence, however, has not em- 
barrassed the committee in its search for 
facts. Divver’s saloon is the operating place 
of the gahg of plunderers. It is in his till 
that the envelopes contaihing the blackmail 
for the police are placed. It is there that the 
police come for their plunder and divide with 
the Tammany authorities. The dispatches 
say: 

The bunko busigess arrangements with the 
Police Department were on &s explicit a footing 
as alyerbal contract could afford, The bunko 
men, like the green goods men, wéte monapo- 
lists. The territory enjoyéd by each operator 
was exclusive. ‘The practice was to buy -up the 
whole district embraced in a Police Captain's 
command. The bunko kings paid $500 down 
and/$100 a week rental; and, as Clarke relates 
at length in his testimony, the police enlarged 
their opportunities for blackmail by claiming 
half the booty when a victim ‘*squealed."’ Their 
extortion became so grievous that the business 
wasbrokeh up. He swore that it was a part of 
the barwvain that they should not rob citizens of 
New York. The police officers, he said, often 
came around for money. When complaint was 
made at headquarters by a victim the detectives 
there had to be paid. He even said that Justice 
Divver set Parmelee up in the business. 

If Tammany is levying ita blackmail upon 
green goods men and bunko steerers it goes 
without saying that it would not stop with 
these frands upon the community. It is more 
than likely thatif the Lexow committee ex- 
tends its investigation far enough it will find 
that the thieves and pick pockets of the metrop- 
olis have also been contributors to the cof. 
fers of Tammany, and have paid their assess- 
meénts for protection to the police, who have 
been thé middlemen between thenr and the 
Roesches and Divvers of this delectable gang 
of vuigar plunderers, not alone of the decent 
tatpayers of: New York, but of .the entire 
criminal classes of that city. It is evident 
also from this testimony that the total illd- 
gal revenue of Tammany through its police 
officials, as heretofore published, has been 
much underestimated. The sources from 
Which this revenue is derived have been stated 
as follows:

DEMOCRATIC PROFESSION AND PRACTICE 

The Democratic national platform adopted 
by the Chicage convention two years ago 
contains the following in relation to the Mc- 
Kinley tariff: ‘* We deny that there has been 
any increase of prosperity to the country since 
that tariff went into operation, and we point 
to the dullness and distréss, the wage reduc- 
tions and strikes in the iron trade as the best 
possible evidence that no such prosperity has 
resulted from the McKinley act."’ , 

On the strength of that wild partisan de- 
nunciation and the promise of the repeal of 
that act to be ‘one of the beneficent results 
that will follow the action of the voters in 
intrusting power to the Democratic party ” 
the workingmen of the country voted for and 
elected the candidates who stood on that 
platform. 

A more complete fiasco could not be imagined. 
The Democrats have been in power noarly 
sixteen months, but have not,repealed the 
McKinley bill and find it hard work to agree 
among themselves asto what they want in 
place of it. And while they have been 
fiddling and log rolling the fear of what they 
would do has brought upon the country the 
calamities they falsely claimed had befallen 
it two years ago because of the passage of the 
MeKinley bill. The McKinley bill went into 
effect in the fall of 1890 and until the in- 
auguration of Grover Cleveland in March, 
1893, this country enjoyed a period of ex- 
traordinary prosperity.

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PEFFER WANTS A GRADED INCOME TAX, 

When the tariff bill first reached the Senate 
the income tax provision it contains was de- 
fended by several Democrats on the ground 
that it wasa sop to Cerberus. They alleged 
that the Populists and Socialists who were 
demanding a confiscatory income tax which 


would strip employers of their capital and, 


drive them out of business would be pacified 
by the 2 per cent tax in the tariff bill, would 
ask for nothing more, and would vote the 
Democratic ticket with great pleasure for all 
time to come. 

These persons were intormed at the time 
they were making these cheerful prophecies 
that they did not see:in‘to know the manners 
and customs of the members of the socialistic 
organizations referred to. They were told 
that if the Populists were given an inch they 
would demand an ell, and that if any conces- 
sion were madeto them thy would ineist 
fiercely on having everything, and would re- 
fuse to vote for Democratic candidates-_unless 
that party indorsed and carried out all the 
Populist and Socialist confiscation doctrinés. 

It is certain that the eminent long-bearded 
Populist from Kansas, Senator Peffer, does 
not think a tniform 2 per cent income tax is 
sufficient concession. He offersan amend- 
ment to graduate the tax so that incomes be- 
low $1,000 shall pay 1 per cent, while the 
bigger incomes pay 2, 3, 4, and 5 per cent. 

This amendment is an indication that the 
Populists, eneouraged by the concession 
made by the Democrats. are going to start 
in for ultimate confiscation of all incomes 
exceeding $1,000 a year. Inevery State con- 
vention the Populists will declare in favor of 
some such “ graduated’ tax plan as that of 
Senator Peffer, but steadily enlarging the per 
cent of taxation. But if the Democrats were 
to give Peffer what he wants now some 
other Populist would jump up and move chat 
the rntes of tax on the larger incomes be 
doubled ur trebled, so that the “‘ good work ’’ 
of confiscation might be hurried to conclu- 
sion. 

It would have been better for the Demo. 
crats if they had not set out to try the silly 
experiment of placating the ravenous Popu- 
lists with a 2 per cent uniform intome tax. 
They can see now that while it is too much 
for business-men it is too little for those who 
want to see’ ull business-men crushed. A 
Democratic paper says of it; ‘“ The income 
tax scheme was not devised by the party 
which is represented by the majorities'of the 
House and Senate; it is to be found in no 


Democratic piatform ccbhoerdntcd since the 
life of that party began; it was devised by 
the Socialists and Anarchists and adopted by 
the Populists, and it is to be found only in the 
platform of that party made at Omaha in 
1892. In marked degree it is.a sectional 
tux; it was supported in the House and is 
now urged in the Senate by the Representa- 
tives and Senators of the West and South, es- 
pecially by the latter. Their people will not 
bé affected by it in any appreciable measure. 


BLACKS REPLACING HUNS IN THE MINES. 

The mine-owners at Pana in this State say 
that they are going to follow the example of 
the Pennsylvania and North Alabama opera- 
tors and employ no more Huns, Poles, Bo- 
hemians, or Italians. They have had enough 
.of labor which may or may not bé cheap but 
which is certainly .lawiess. Several years of 
experimenting in different parts of the coun- 
try have proved that the coal miners from 
Eastern and Southern Europe are imbued 
with the idea that the liberty they enjoy here 
is as free and easy as anarchy, and that be. 
cause they can do many lawiess things here 
they were not permitted todo in their own 
countries, therefore they have a right here to 
do what they please. The men from the Brit- 
ish Islands are prompt enough to strike and 
hate to give up a fight when once in it, but 
having been accustomed to more liberty than 
the Huns and Slavs they do not fall into the 
mistake of those individuals of thinkmg that 
there is no law whatever in the United States 
which strikers are bound to respect. Hence 
they are far slower to resort to violence. 
Very few British or Irish have violated the 
law in their labor contentions. The colored 
men who are finding their way into the mines 


for their abstinence from lawless strikes and 
riotous conduct or violence. They make so 
much more money in the mines than on the 
plantations that they have not learned to 
grumbie at what seems to them quite high 
wages, The Huns, Slavs, and Italians, though 
far better off than in their own countries, get 
discontented after they have been six weeks 
in this country and want more pay, exacted 
with a knife orax. They should observe and 
imitate the cheerful philosophy of the colored 
men orgo back whence they came. Anarchists 
are not welcome in  thig: country.

A FROTHY DEMAGOGUE. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms of the Hoyse of Rep- 
resentatives, an ex-Congressman from Illinois, 
writing to his fellow-Democrats in this State 
about their convention to be held next week, 
tells them that the duty of Democrats is to 
“strip from the moneyed monopolists at least 
a part of their unhallowed gains.’’ The way 
to accomplish it, according to Sergeant-at- 
Arms Snow, isto “enact an income tax that 
will cover into the Treasury a part at least of 
the plunder these tariff monarchs have wrung 
from the people.”’

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THE revined figures furnished by the United 
States Mint Bureau state the world’s produc- 
tion of gold for last year as $155,500,000, 
and that of silver as $207.800,000. Each of 
these totals is not farfrom 12 per cent in- 
crease on the output of 1891, which was 
$130,000,00@ of gold and $17'7,000,000 of 
silver. Andin spite! of the great develop- 
ment of gold fields in Africa the United States 
held the lead in gold production for last year, 
its total being but a trifle short of 36 mill- 
ions, which was about three millions increase 
over the work of 1892, The domestic prod- 
uct of gold for 1893 was the largest re- 
ported in more than a dozen years. Cali- 
fornia and Colorado cach bid fair to roll upa 
much greater gold production in 1894 than 
in 1893. Hence it is not certain that the 
United States soon ‘will fall into second 
» place asa gold producer. On this point the 
San Francisco Chronicle remarks that the 
people who are making such a fuss about the 
development of the African gold fields would 
do well to fix their attention on gold fields 
nearer home. I+ cdds that the California gold 
mining industry is far more important than 
appears to be generally recognized, and that 
capitalists who are directing their energies 
to the development of these resources are 
enthusiastic, predicting a great increase in 
this year’s production. Yet a few cranks in 
that State want to rule out ai] this gold from 
circulating as money, that being the inevi- 
table consequence of granting their absurd 
‘demand for “free coinage at the ratio of 16 
to 1.”

Tue Election Commissioners are instructed 
by the law under which they act not to desig- 
nate as a place of registry or a polling place 
any building or part of a building in which 
liquor is sold, There are now over 800 poll- 
ing places.

own who will see that they get their rights. 
If the Republicans did not have a man an the 
board the Demccratic Commissioners would 
be prompt to take advantage of the rulings of 
Judge Payne and strip the Republicans of 
everything to which they are entitled, escap- 
ing punishment on the'plea that there are so 
many judges and clerks that they cannot be

COORDING to the first reports, Havemeyer, 
President of the sugar trust, testified that 
the political contributions of the sugar trust 
went to the Republicans in Republican States 
and to Democrats in Democratic ones, It ap- 
pears now that he was misreported. What he 
said was that a contribution the size of which 
his unhappy nemory would not permit him 
to recall had been made to the Democratic 
State committee in New York. When asked 
about other States he said he was not certain, 
but he supposed a contribution was made in 
Massachusetts because there. was a refinery 
there. He said the only State he knew about 
absolutely was New York. The Republican 
State committee of Massachusetts denies that 
it got anything from the vrust. If anything 
was contributed in that State it went to the 
Democrats. While Mr. Havemeyer, who isa 
Democrat, tried to create the impression that 
money might have been given to the Republic- 
ans if they were in the majority in a‘State in 
which there was a trust refinery, it is evident 
that the New York Democrats were the sole 
recipients of his company’s generosity and 
that it lavished $260,000, more or less, to 
help elect Grover Cleveland in 1892. His 
company gave the New York Democratic 
State committee an immense contribution,

There is 
but one way in which to get the money needed 
for the extension of the water system and that 
is an economic, honest administration of the 
affairs of the water office, collecting every 
cent to which the city is entitled and not pay- 
ing out a cent more forsalaries or any other 
purpose than is absolutely necessary.

Ex-Goyv. Evans and Others Make a Claim 
for $100,000,000. 

New York, June 21.—[Special.]—Jobn 
Evans, ex-Governor of Colorado, in behalf of 
himself and other shareholders of the Union 
Pacific, Denver and Gulf railway company, 
has begun an action in the Supreme Court 
here against the Union Pacific railway com- 
pany, its receivers, the Central Trust com- 
pany, the American Loan and Trust com- 
pany,- and the Mercantile Trust com- 

py, and others for $100,000,000. 

r. Evans complains that the Union 
Pacific company in order to secure 
the position and control of the roads operated 
by the Denver, Texas and Fort Worth com- 
pany, in 1889, and to combine all the roads 
owned and contfolled by both companies, en- 
tered into an agreement of consolidation 
through Charles Francis Adams, then Presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific railway company, 
and Granville M. Dodge, a Union Pacific di- 
rector and also President of the Denver, Texas 
and Fort Worth railway company, without 
the consent of the stockholders of the differ- 
ent roads mentioned. The agreement was 
entered into April 1, 1890, the terms being 
made for the transportation of all the buai- 
ness in that section of the country and in 
equal division of the earnings, Evans 
alleges the intention. was to obtain con- 
trol of the property of the consolidated 
com pany. to suppress com petition, to control 
the boards of directors of both companies, 
and gain all the offices.. Evans alleges that 


'the property of the Gulf company may be sold 


for the non-payment of the interest on its 
bonds, and he therefore asks for an injunc- 
tion to restrain all the parties mentioned 
from in any way interfering with the dispo- 


sition of the bonds or selling them, and that

by the customs officers. As the payments to 
the dockmaster and the two customs officers 
aggregated $45 for each vessel, according to 


cLaren’s testimony, this means that last 


year $223,875 was paid to these three 
officials over and above the legal fees to 
which they were entitied. In 1892 there 
were 7,781 vessels which entered the port, 
and the blackmail levied upon them, accept- 
‘ing McLaren’s statements as true, amount to

PunxsvUTawney, Pa., June 21.—Walston*to- 
night contains about 2,000 foreigners, who 
are in a warlike attitude. The mine officials 
are in town and the Italians and Huns are 
running things at the mines to suit themselves. 
An additional lot of firearms was purchased 
today, and hardware merchants could have 
sold 100 rifles if they had had them. Few 
English-speaking miners are now in Walston. 
Those that are there are compelled by the 
foreigners to stay, as their livesare threatened 
if they attempt to leave. . 

The citizens of Punxsutawney and Clayville 
are much alarmed at the present critical situ- 
ation and are holding a joint mass-meeting 
tonight to take some action in regard to 
bringing in guards and undesirable men. 

The pumpers are compelled to leave the 
pumps and the mines are rapidly flooding 
with water. . John Snyder, Mine Superintend- 
ent at Walston, was compelled to leave. A 
company of militia fis expected tonight frém 
Ridgeway and the balance of the 
two regiments will arrive tombdr- 
row. The foreigners undegstand that the 
troops are coming and the railroads and high- 
ways ledtling from this place into Waiston are 
swarming with hordes of Italians and Hun- 
garians wrought up to the highest pitch of ex- 
citement. The greatest fear now is that there 
will be an attack upon the English-speaking 
miners and their families. They have been 
driven from their houses in the darkness 
fathers and husbands have been separated 
from their wives and children and the women 
and children are running around crying and 
calling aloud for protection.

How are the ‘interests of the 
members best secured? What is the objective 
point, the goal, of all true management? think 
this can be briefly summarized: | First, perfect 
security; second, the lowest cost for pro- 
tection consistent with security; third- 
ly, the equitable treatment of. all) classes 
of members; and fourthly, such improvementsin 
the form of insurance as will: gecnre the best 
adaptation to the vary ing needs of insurers, and 
thus promote a wider diffusion of the benefits of 
insurance. I think it must be evident from these 
oonsiderations. that there can be no difference of 
interest as between companies, and consequently 
no competition.

UNDERWRITERS ELECT OFFICERS, 


Complete Their Business and Adjourn to 
Meet in Philadelphia Next Year. 

At the morning session the delegates had a 
group picture taken by flash light and then 
listened to a speech with a humorous preface 
from Charlton T, Lewis, counsel for the Mut- 
ual Life of New York. Mr. Lewis bitterly at- 
tacked State - supervision. of life’ insur- 
ance. He said it was the supreme difficulty 
and great danger to which the system of life 
insurance in this country is exposed. There 
was no more absurd law on the statute books 
than that which gave the Governor of a State 
the power to reward some political heeler with 
a supervising office over a business covering 
the details of which he was in absolute ignor- 
ance. Life insurance was so - intricate that it 
took an expert who had made it the study of 
years thoroughly to understand it, and yet ir- 
responsible officials were allowed to’ meddle 
with it and to impose restrictions upon it and 
perhaps todrive it from the neld. He at- 


b'tacked the plan Legislatures had adopted 


of making tables of mortality a test of sol- 
vency. 

Mr. Lewis was applauded at the close of 
his address, but the opinion was expressed by 
many members of the association that State 
supervision is necessary to protect good gom- 
panies from the hundreds of irresponsible 
concerns that spring up yearly ail over the 
country. | 

A copy of the declaration against the in- 
come tax as applied to mutual life companies 
was ordered sent to Senator PAlmer of Illi- 
nols. 

The Executive committee reported adverse- 
ly to taking action on Delegate Ady’s motion 
asking the convention take specitic action on 
the rebate question. 

Delegate Lambert of Philadelphia offered 
the claims of that city for: the next conven- 
tion in October, 1895.

PROPOSAL TO OHANGE UNDERWRIT- 
ERS’ BOARD’S NEW RULES. 


Discussion Why and Why Not ‘Between 
the Men Who Do Business La Salle 
Street-~Report of the cupcajnn Assur- 
ance Company and What Is Shown by 
ItemSchedule ef Rating for the City= 
General News of Materest to Policy 
Writers and Holdets. : 

An effort’ is being piade by the people who 
oppose the brokerage rule of the new under- 
writers’ board not only to secure a change in 
that rule at the regular meeting of the board, 
which will be eld July 11, but to make the 
provision as amended operative July 1. As 
the matter now stands the new board and new 
board rufes go into effect July 1, and under a 
strict interpretation of suchrule no brokerage 
could be recognized on business in the cen- 
trai district until formal action is taken by 
the board. The constitution provides for 


‘quarterly meetings of the general body and 


does away with the old plan of having meet- 
ings on call which obtained with the old board. 
The question cannot be considered until the 
second Wednesday of July. Fifty-one names 
have so far been signed to the petition asking 
forthe reéstablishment of brokerage in the 
down-town districts and putting all broser- 
age commissions on uniform basis. A half- 
dozen more agents and managers have agreed 
to sign the petition and the leadersin the 
movement think that a strong enough showing 
can be made so that the change can be put into 
effect July 1 by mutual consent and actea on 
formally ten days later. 


COMPANY REPORT OF THE GUARDIAN 


An Underwriting Loss for 1893 of About 
») $70,000 Shown. 

The report of the annual meeting of the 

Guardian Assurance company will be of con- 

siderable interest to underwriters all over the 


country in view of the recent withdrawal of, 


the company from the United States. The 
report is as follows: 

_ The fire premiums for 18938, after deducting re- 
insurances, amounted to £566,772 17s _ 10d, 
being £35,659 less than in the year 1892, and the 
losses to £377,646 6s 8d. a decrease of £34,978 
as compared with that year. The premium ac- 
count. after providing for losses and expenses, 
and for the premium reserve fund to cover the 
unexpired liability on policies current at the end 
of the year, shows, "without reference to inter- 
est, a lost of £13,742 10s _§ 11d. The 
interest on the invested funds amounted to 
£23,318 7s 10d, and there was a profit on invest- 


ments realized of £4,276 17s 10d, making to~ 


gether £27,595 5s 8d, and deducting the above 
loss there remained a profit on this account of 
£13,852 148s 9d. To this sum £6,000 has been 
added from the general fire reserve fund, making 
altogether £19,852 14s 9d to be transferred to 
profit and loss account. The general fire reserve 
fund has been thus reduced from £365,000 to 
£359,000. The premium reserve fund to cover 
unexpired policies has been increased by £1,500, 
and now stands at £309,600, making the total 
fire fund £668,600. 

The Chairman of the board in touching on 
the’ withdrawal from the United States said: 

I have to announce to the proprietors that the 
directors some few months ago came to the con- 
clusion after lengthened consideration that it 
was desirable to withdraw from the transaction 
of fire business in the United States through the 
New York branch. The directors .did not come 
to this decision without obtaining very full in- 
formation. both by inquiries on the spot and by 
reference to past experience, and weighing all 
that could be said both in favor of. and against 
a continuance of the business.. That business 
has been in recent years carried on at a heavy 
rate of expense, considerably exceeding in per- 
centage that of the rest of our fire insurance busi- 
ness, whether at home or abroad, while the losses 
have been abnormally high: 


AFRAID OF TOO SHARP ADVANCES. 


Agents Are Inclined to Doubt the Wis- 
dom of a General Increase in Rates. 

It is not likely that anything radical will be 
done regarding the proposed plan of schedule 
rating the city until the middle of next 
month. The Rating committee of the old 
board, which formulated the ‘plan which is 
now being worked out, has asked foran exten- 
sion of time before making a report to the 
Executive committee of theinew board, which 
will carry the work on. About a thousand 
surveye of down-town buildings have been 
made, and it will be possible to extend the 
ratings and judge whether advances will be 
made which are -uwnwarranted by the general 
condition of business. There is a general 
understanding that the rates on buildings will 
not be advanced materially from the 
present figures, but that the advances 
on stocks will in most cases be quite sharp. A 
number of agents areof the opinion that 
the rates on stocks are to be advanced 
in too great a degree. They recog. 
nize the fact that there should be discrimina- 
tion in rates in favor of buildings as against 
their contents. The fire of Saturday night is 
one of the many illustrations of this need. 
The losses on the large stocks carried by the 
Lake street houses are said to show a total 
loss, while on the buildings there will be 
considerable salvage to the companies, Agents 
of stock companies, however, are of the opin- 
ion that this is anything but a suitable time 
in which to enforce anything like a general 
advance of rates in Chicago. The 25 per cent 
provisional advance made the first of the year 
has resulted in bringing a number of Lloyds 
associations and mutual companies into the 
field, and in case rates are advanced so.us to 
cause dissatisfaction. among insurers these 
companies will succeed in capturing consider- 
able business. Under the present business 
conditions the lines of insurance are none too 
large and business is not so active as to make 
cém petition of mutuals desirable.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 21.—[{Special.]—The 
case against Insurance Detective Cowie was re- 
sumed today. Judge Johnston made an im- 
portant ruling in the case in relation to the al- 
leged threats made by Cowie in his letters to 
Dohmen & Co. Mr. Dohmen had heard that 
some of their men had destroyed goods after the 
fire.

League, left last evening and will open his 
headquarters at the Brown Palace Hotel in 
Denver tomorrow morning.
